Arrival 
of 
the 
schooner 
barely 
cheated 
death,

stalked the ship for weeks. 
Two sail­ 
ors. Fred Fale and (» . L. Petersen, 
had broken under the meager diet and 
were critically ill In their bunks when 
port was readied. 
Blown far to sea by perverse winds 
and then becalmed in the South seas, 
the vessel’s crew escaped death from 
starvation 
and 
thirst only 
through 
good fortune that had failed them In 
every other phase of their voyage 
When they were ready for the end. 
with less than fire gallons of fresh 
water left in the storage tanks, the 
sky darkened and torrents of rain 
struck the 
vessel. 
Rain caught in 
sails replenished the supply of drink­ 
ing water. 
Seining 
2,000 pounds of sea food, 
kept them from starving. 
Ten 
ca ns 
of tomatoes and a barrel of rain wa­ 
ter remained of the SM> days’ supplies 
the vessel carried when it started its 
voyage. 
A foul bottom, together with a heavy 
joad aggravated the schooner’s hard 
luck.
